UPON SUCH COSTS HAVING BEEN
APPROVED BY THE CHIEF OF POLICE.

WHEREAS, the City of Hialeah’s emergency management plan for storm or
flooding calls for the Hialeah Police Department to deploy its officers in high water
vehicles; and

WHEREAS, the Hialeah Police Department’s purchase request for thirteen high
water Ford F150 pickup trucks was recently approved by the City Council; and

WHEREAS, thirteen Retrax retractable pickup bed covers are necessary to make
these vehicles operational; and

WHEREAS, the Hialeah Police Department wishes to purchase these retractable bed
covers from Rainbow Window Tinting, lowest quoted vendor; and

WHEREAS, the funds to cover these necessary and legitimate expenses are available
in the Law Enforcement Trust Fund - Federal; and

WHEREAS, the Chief of Police has recommended adoption of this resolution and
determined that the proposed expenditure complies with the Guide to Equitable Sharing.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MAYOR AND CITY
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HIALEAH, FLORIDA, THAT:

Section 1, The Mayor and the City Council of the City of Hialeah, Florida,
approve the expenditure of an amount not to exceed $12,987.00 from the Law Enforcement

Trust Fund — Federal, for the purchase of thirteen Retrax retractable pickup bed covers for
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thirteen 2009 Ford F150 XL Extended Cab 4x2 high water vehicles upon such costs having

been approved by the Chief of Police.
